Families’ distress over 
ban on grave trinkets

GRIEVING families have spoken of 
their dismay at a decision which 
stops them leaving trinkets on their 
loved ones’ graves. 

Relatives have been told that 
from the end of the month they will 
not be allowed to be leave any sen¬ 
timental items at the cemetery. 

But residents who tend the graves 
say the decision is “distressing” - 
and they should be able to leave 
whatever they want. 

Margaret Douchanicz, whose 
parents are buried at Burwell’s Ness 
Road cemetery, said: “I want to be 
able to put something up there on 
birthdays or at Christmas, or to be 
able to go up to the plot and sit and 
light a candle and leave a trinket. 

“Doing that gives me comfort. 
This has been especially distressing 
for my youngest son who was very 
close to his Nana.” 

Burwell Parish Council has told 
residents that from April 30 it will 
enforce existing regulations - which 
means no sentimental items can be 
left - in order to make upkeep of the 
area and grass cutting easier. 

Council rules state that the “lay- 


and who has started a new petition, 
said: “The way a lot of people get 
through a loved one passing away is 
by going to the cemetery and deco¬ 
rating the headstone. Families band 
together to buy these graves and 
we think we should be able to put 
what we want on there.” 

Margaret added: “I walk past the 
cemetery and see people tending to 
the graves with love. It’s great to see 
the community coming together to 
try and change this.” 

The council says it is enforcing 
existing rules to “improve the gen¬ 
eral appearance of the cemetery”, 
working to resurface the path, tidy 
the area, and widen the gate. 

A parish council spokesperson 
said: “Our regulations say we al¬ 
low a single headstone but that is 
all that should be on the plots. The 
parish council has to manage the 
cemetery and we want to do it in a 
way that is suitable for the area and 
is a nice place for people to go and 
visit their deceased relatives.” 

The spokesperson added that 
the council would welcome views.

But residents have vowed to fight

Walter Mitty’ 
jailed for fraud 


A MAN who defrauded two 
companies to pay for a life¬ 
style he could not afford has 
been sent to prison. 

Damian Storey, 36, of Trin¬ 
ity Avenue, Mildenhall, tried 
to appear wealthier than he 
really was, Ipswich Crown 
Court heard last Wednesday. 

Sentencing him, Judge Pe¬ 
ter Jacobs told Storey: “You 
have been a bit of a Walter 
Mitty. You tried to big your¬ 
self up.” 

The court heard that Sto¬ 
rey showered thousands of 
pounds on a woman he met 
and used a company credit 
card to spend £159 on in¬ 
ternet dating sites, £843 on 
flowers and £2,002 at a jew¬ 
ellers. 

In total he managed to 
gain £32,095, some of it by 
pretending to be members 
of staff who had left and then 
re-joined his employers. 

Storey pleaded guilty to 
four offences of fraud by 
false representation and 
was jailed for a total of 15 
months. He is to face an¬ 
other hearing later this year

in a bid to recoup as much as 
possible of what he gained 
from his crimes. 

Prosecuting, Andrew 
Thompson told the court 
that between November 
2012 and September 2013, 
Storey had been employed 
as financial manager by 
specialist IT company Retail 
Services Team in Newmarket 
where he was trusted to have 
control of a credit card be¬ 
longing to the company. 

Mr Thompson said Storey 
used the card without per¬ 
mission to withdraw £6,960 
in cash, pay £3,425 for gen¬ 
eral purchases for himself, as 
well as transferring £10,650 
to a woman he had met and 
was trying to impress. 

The fraud, totalling 
£24,356 had a “significant 
impact” on the company 
and, according to the man¬ 
aging director, caused it to 
cease operating and start 
in another form, said Mr 


Thompson. 

Just days after being dis¬ 
missed from Retail Services 
Team, Storey gained a job 
with Circle Housing Group 
and became payroll man¬ 
ager, the court heard. 

It was during the four 
months he worked there, 
Storey used his position to 
falsely enter details on the 
payroll system stating that 
three former employees 
had re-joined the organisa¬ 
tion and arranged for their 
wages, amounting in total to 
£7,736 to be paid into a bank 
account under his control. 
He then withdrew the mon¬ 
ey using a debit card, said Mr 
Thompson. 

Defending, Alexandra 
Scott said Storey had been 
under pressure and regret¬ 
ted what he had done. 

Miss Scott said Storey did 
not believe that a high de¬ 
gree of damage had been 
done by the first fraud. 

It was the first time he had 
been to prison and his wife 
had been understanding 
about what he had done.

‘Help bring Simon’s 
attackers to justice’

THE family and friends of 
Simon Dobbin are urging 
football fans to come forward 
with any information on the 
vicious attack which left him 
seriously injured in hospital. 

Essex police have launched 
a renewed appeal, saying 
Cambridge United fans may 
hold the key to bringing 
justice for Simon, who was 
attacked after the match in 
Southend last month. 

The 42-year-old left the 
Blue Boar pub in Southend 
and was walking with a small 
group of fans to Prittlewell 
train station at about 7.15pm 
on Saturday, March 21. 

He was attacked by a group 
of men leaving the Railway 
Tavern pub in East Street, and 
was still in a critical but stable 
condition in Addenbrooke’s 
this week. 

On Good Friday, leaflets 
printed by our sister paper, 
the News , were distributed at 
the U’s game against Bury. 

Daniel Herrera, who organ¬ 
ised a Play For Dobbo match 
in Mildenhall, said: “What 
happened to Simon was hor¬ 
rible and barbaric. Although 
it won’t bring his health back, 
bringing these people to jus¬ 
tice will bring some ease to 
his family. 

“Football brings people 
together and we have been 
inundated with support from 
around the world. The whole 
football community is saying 
the same thing - these people 
are not football fans. They are 
thugs and they should not be 
able to get away with it.” 

Simon’s sister, Victoria 
Forsythe, said: “If you’d have 
talked to me three weeks ago 
I would have said this would 
never happen to our family. 

“But now it has and it could 
be someone else’s next time. 
It’s so important for people 
to come forward so anything 
people can offer to the police 
is useful.” 

Fay Meen, whose daugh¬ 
ter Elise set up a fundraiser 
which has now hit more 


than £10,000, said: “Simon is 
a gentle giant. He is a really 
lovely family man. We would 
love people to come forward 
with any information about 
the people who did this.” 

Police believe Simon was 
attacked by men who had 
gone out with the “intention 
of attacking Cambridge sup¬ 
porters”. 

DCI Martin Pasmore, of the 
Kent and Essex Serious Crime 
Directorate, said: “Mr Dobbin 
is an entirely innocent victim. 
He is a decent family man 
who was simply enjoying a 
day out with a friend. 

“My heart goes out to his 
family at this very difficult 
time. 

“It is clear motorists and 
pedestrians would have been 
stopped by the disorder and 
I need anyone who saw any 
aspect of this incident to get 
in touch.” 

Police are looking to speak 
to anyone who was in the 
Blue Boar or Railway Tavern 
at the time of the incident. 

At least half a dozen fans 
are thought to have given 
statements to the police, but 
more are still asked to come 
forward. 

DCI Pasmore added: “Some 


of the Cambridge supporters 
are still to be traced and I ap¬ 
peal to them to make contact 
as soon as possible. It is my 
intention to identify every¬ 
one involved in this sicken¬ 
ing attack and bring them to 
justice.” 

Cambridge United players 
trained in special shirts at Fri¬ 
day’s game and a collection 
held on the gates raised an¬ 
other £2,000. 

Two minutes of applause 
was also heard across the 
ground for Simon and fans 
chanted ‘there’s only one 
Simon Dobbo’. 

Chairman Dave Doggett 
said: “We urge anyone who 
may have any information or 
was in the area that evening 
to contact the police. We fully 
support Essex police in their 
investigation. Our thoughts 
and prayers remain with Si¬ 
mon and his family.”

Dial-a-ride 
to be ‘bigger 
and better’

A NEW trust launched to 
revive a dial-a-ride scheme 
in the Ely area will provide a 
“bigger and better” service, 
its users are being assured. 

Ely Soham Dial-a-Ride 
folded on March 31 - but by 
the next day the Ely and So¬ 
ham Association for Com¬ 
munity Transport (ESACT) 
had been formed. 

The trust has been set up 
by the Fenland Association 
for Community Transport 
(FACT), which recently 
came to the aid of another 
struggling dial-a-ride type 
service in the Huntingdon 
area. 

As previously reported, 
the majority vote at Ely So¬ 
ham Dial-a-Ride’s AGM in 
February was to wind up 
the organisation and trans¬ 
fer the service and all the 


charity’s assets to FACT. 

The decision proved con¬ 
troversial among some us¬ 
ers and staff at the Witch- 
ford-based charity, and the 
trustees were accused of 
not allowing members to 
have enough of a say 

But Jo Philpott, 
manager of FACT, 
says the major¬ 
ity of members 
have already 
signed up to 
the new ser¬ 
vice. 

Speaking to 
Ely News on 
April 1, she said: 

“It’s day one for 
ESACT today and I 
don’t quite know how we’ve 
managed to pull so much 
off already, but we have. 

“The new trust has been 
formed, all members were 
automatically invited to 
join ESACT and the major¬ 
ity of them have already 


signed up. 

“We’ve been providing a 
community transport ser¬ 
vice in Fenland for 26 years 
so our aim is to mirror the 
success of FACT in East 
Cambridgeshire, providing 
a door-to-door service for 
residents, but also things 
like luncheon outings 
nd day trips. 

“It’s early days but 
it’s safe to say we’ll 
be providing a bigger 
and better service to 
what was being pro¬ 
vided. 

“We’ve also taken 
on all the drivers and 
passenger escorts so 
our aim now is to just grow 
each day” 

Mrs Philpott apologised

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Abandoned pony needs 
operation to improve life

FUNDS are needed to save 
the life of a ‘special’ pony, 
dumped at a rescue centre 
in Isleham. 

Jimmy, a young Piebald 
dumped at Isleham Horse 
and Pony Rescue Centre, 
suffers from deformed hind 
legs. 

His condition means his 
hip and leg bones do not to 
move properly or sit where 
they should be. 

He is desperately in need 
of an operation to transform 
his life - and volunteers at 
the centre have launched a 
fundraising appeal which 
they hope will give him his 
“happily ever after”. 

The fundraising page 
reads: “[Jimmy] and some 
other babies were cruelly 
dumped at our rescue centre 
one night by some heartless 
person who did not want 
Jimmy and his friends be¬ 
cause they are different. 

“Jimmy and the other Pie¬ 
bald ponies that came into 
our care that night all have 
blue eyes. 

“Jimmy has one full blue 
eye and one half blue and 
half brown. 

“We think that makes him 
special, but some people call 
it a defect and an imperfec¬ 
tion in the breed. This is the 
reason he was abandoned.” 

The centre said Jimmy was 
in a “frightful” condition and 
“very timid” when he arrived 
with them. 

And while he has blos¬ 
somed in trusting the cen¬ 
tre staff, his disability will

Police introduce 
new call system 

THE police have set up a new system for non¬ 
emergency calls. 

Suffolk Police’s automated scheme, which 
began yesterday, prompts callers to make a 
series of choices and directs their call to the right 
department. 

The aim is to reduce demand on the central 
call answering team and manage calls better. 

The new system is part of the Suffolk Change 
Project, which looks at how to use police 
resources as efficiently as possible. 

Chief Superintendent Martin Ransome 
said: “The automated system will allow us to 
use technology to help us manage calls more 
efficiently, while giving callers choices on how 
they would like their call to be handled. 

“Non-emergency calls should continue to 
be made by dialling 101 and emergency calls 
should dial 999.” 

The system is already being used elsewhere 
within the organisation so will require minimal 
installation and training costs.

A franking machine, 
stamped envelopes and 
mobile phones which re¬ 
vealed details of the broth¬ 
er’s deals were seized. 

Mould, 22, of Tayberry 
Close, Red Lodge and Al-

exander, 30, of Peppermint 
Walk, Red Lodge were ar¬ 
rested and it emerged pay¬ 
ments had been collected 
through Mould’s PayPal ac¬ 
count. 

Mr Crimp said pack¬ 
ages containing cannabis 
ranging in price from £60 
to £220 had been sent be¬ 
tween June 2013 and the 
time the men were arrest¬ 
ed. 

Alexander said he had 
initially tried selling can¬ 
nabis on the street but 
found it too dangerous and 
switched to supplying only 
friends and associates. 

Both pleaded guilty to 
conspiracy to supply can¬ 
nabis. 

Defending, Declan Gal¬ 
lagher said £3,500 in cash 
and the franking machine 


found by police had be¬ 
longed to their mother, 
who ran a legitimate online 
business selling jewellery. 

Judge Peter Jacobs said 
he had read medical and 
other reports which indi¬ 
cated that Alexander may 
have been adversely affect¬ 
ed by his military service in 
Afghanistan. 

Addressing Alexander, 
the judge said: “I can’t work 
out how much this is do 
with your deployment in 
Afghanistan or problems 
readjusting to ordinary life. 
You are in a bit of a mess.” 

Mould and Alexander 
were each sentenced to 
eight months imprison¬ 
ment suspended for two 
years and to be under Pro¬ 
bation Service supervision 
for 12 months. 

In addition, Mould was 
told he must complete 100 
hours of unpaid commu¬ 
nity work.

Listed status for 
war memorial 


THE War Memorial in Swaffham 
Bulbeck has been honoured 
as part of an English Heritage 
scheme. 

The memorial, which stands on 
Stocks Green, has been granted 
Grade II listed status as part of a 
scheme which aims to list up to 
500 war memorials a year over the 
next five years. 

The project was launched to 
mark the centenary of the First 
World War, with the memorials 
acting as a “poignant, physical 
reminder of the sacrificed and 
loss the First World War brought 
about”. 

Swaffham Bulbeck’s memorial, 
which was unveiled on January 
16, 1921 and was dedicated by 
the Bishop of Ely, had already

Trust Grant and was cleaned and 
repaired in 2010. 

Culture secretary Sajid lavid, 
who has backed the English Her¬ 
itage scheme, said: “Over a mil¬ 
lion Britons lost their lives in the 
First World War. It’s important 
that their sacrifice is not forgot¬ 
ten - and that the lessons learnt 
during that time are as resonant 
now as they were then. 

“Whether we have relatives 
whose names are on local me¬ 
morials, or who fought alongside 
those who died, we all have a con¬ 
nection with remembrance. 

“I would urge everyone to make 


sure their local memorial is in 
good condition. If it isn’t, then 
English Heritage, War Memori¬ 
als Trust and the Heritage Lottery 
Fund all have grants and advice 
available.” 

Roger Bowdler, designation di¬ 
rector at English Heritage, said: 
“Researching, recording and rec¬ 
ommending up to 2,500 more war 
memorials for listing over the next 
five years is a major task but one 
that English Heritage is proud to 
undertake. These memorials will 
gain a place on the National Her¬ 
itage List for England to tell the 
story of this country’s sacrifice 
and struggle.” 

The Swaffham Bulbeck site is 
one of just seven in Cambridgesh¬ 
ire to become listed.

Most of the calls that the char¬ 
ity received were for starvation, un¬ 
treated wounds and irresponsible 
ownership, they said.

Nationally, 1,506 horses were col¬ 
lected by the RSPCA last year alone 
and the charity believes that 4,500 
horses could still be at risk. 

They are now looking for people 
who can rehome their rescued hors¬ 
es so that they can continue to help 
those in need. 

Claudia Corner, RSPCA equine re¬ 
homing officer for the south, said: 
“We have so many beautiful horses 
and ponies in our care who’ve had 
a bad start in life and really deserve 
the care of a great owner. 

“We have rehomed horses who 
have gone on to win at shows like 


Equifest, so it shows that you really 
can be a winner if you take on a res¬ 
cue horse. 

“There is such a variety available, 
whether you’re looking for a young 
or old horse, a companion or one 
who can be worked. 

“Many of our horses have suffered 
terribly so please do think about 
taking on a rescue horse and giving 
them the second chance they de¬ 
serve.”

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Man can keep 
damages despite 
‘dishonest’ claim 


A MAN from Newmarket who 
“fraudulently exaggerated” 
his injuries from an accident 
at work can keep more than 
£130,000 compensation even 
though the amount is “far in 
excess” of his actual loss, the 
Court of Appeal has ruled. 

Colin Hayward was awarded 
the money after he was injured 
at the David S Smith packag¬ 
ing factory on Fordham Road, 
Newmarket, in June 1998. 

An appeal court heard how 
Mr Hayward claimed his injury 
continued to cause him severe 
back pain. He said he devel¬ 
oped a depressive illness and 
his ability to work was seriously 
impaired. He claimed damages 
of more than £400,000. 

His employers’ defence was 
conducted by insurers, Zurich, 
and they argued that, although 
he had suffered an injury to 
his back, his disability was not 
as great as he described and 
he was capable of working full 
time, if not with heavy lifting.

Zurich produced video sur¬ 
veillance evidence which ap¬ 
peared to show him doing 
heavy work at home. 

In October 2003 both sides 
reached an agreement that 
Mr Hayward should receive 
£134,973 “in full and final set¬ 
tlement” of his damages claim. 

About two years later, Mr 
Hayward’s neighbours told his 
employers they believed his 
injury claim was dishonest and 
he had recovered at least a year 
before the settlement. 

When the case and fresh evi¬ 
dence came before Cambridge 
County Court in 2012, a judge 
found that Mr Hayward had 
“dishonestly exaggerated the 
effects of his injury” and ruled 
the settlement agreement 
should be set aside. 

But appeal judges Lord Jus¬ 
tice Underhill, Lord Justice 
Briggs and Lady Justice King 
have unanimously allowed Mr 


Hayward’s appeal and ruled the 
settlement is binding. 

Lord Justice Underhill said: 
“The result is unattractive be¬ 
cause it means that (Mr Hay¬ 
ward) retains the benefit of a 
settlement far in excess of his 
actual loss, though I dare say 
somewhat reduced by the inci¬ 
dence of cost in these protract¬ 
ed proceedings. 

“But there is a wider principle 
at stake that parties who set¬ 
tle claims with their eyes wide 
open should not be entitled to 
revive them only because bet¬ 
ter evidence comes along later.” 

The judge said Zurich had 
alleged “from the outset” that 
Mr Hayward’s claim was fraud¬ 
ulent, and all that had hap¬ 
pened was better evidence of 
the fraud had emerged after the 
settlement. 

Zurich made the contract 
with its eyes open and there 
was no reason why it should be 
able to walk away from it, he 
added.

A TALENTED boy from 
Newmarket has won a 
clutch of awards at a 
Suffolk music festival. 

Charles Knowler, 
who is a pupil at 
Fairstead House 
school in Newmarket, 
did "spectacularly 
well" and won six 
awards at the Sudbury 
Festival of Music and 
Drama. 

The talented 
11 -year-old, who 
is in year six, took 
home the anniversary 
cup, given to the 
most promising 
performer aged 15 
and under, the junior 
championship for 
speech and drama, 
an award for prose 
reading, the Gilly 
Harris Memorial Cup 
for the most promising 
pianist in grades one 
to seven, the Pearse 
Memorial Cup for 
piano solo, and the 
Kathleen Garrett 
Award for the most 
promising pianist. 

Charles, whose

“My dad was a de¬ 
cent man and he always 
helped everyone,” Jill 
said. “But what shocked 
me was the level of help 
he gave. We all knew that 
dad was well loved grow¬ 
ing up at Arsenal when he 
would sign for every per¬ 
son waiting. 

“Dave said that eve¬ 
ryone he spoke to had a 
good story to tell.”

//\ A A E are almost a guardian of a bit 
\/\/ of land that has been passed 
V V down through generations and 
generations." 

It is quite a profound statement, but one 
from Nick Patton that resonates about a site 
that has been developed over 400 years in 
Newmarket to provide everything to develop 
and nurture the thoroughbred. 

Patton is the training grounds manager of 
Jockey Club Estates, who tender and care for 
the 2,500 acres of land around The Home of 
Racing. 

It is a 365-day a year challenge, come 
rain or shine, in drought or snow, for the 26 
heath men to look after the 50 miles of grass 
gallops and 14 miles of artificial gallops. 

From watering the walkways in the summer 
to keep the dust down to gritting and salting 
the walkways in the winter, it is non-stop for 
the heath men. 

But their work is hardly ever mentioned, 
almost going unnoticed, as if they are just part 
of the furniture in the town, and, as Patton 
says, that is just how they want to keep it. 

"Our main passion is we want to provide 
the best facilities we can for the racehorse," 
said Patton 

"Success breeds success, and the more 
trainers being successful helps Newmarket be 
successful." 

It is difficult to appreciate the vast swathe 
of land that is cared for by the heath men, 
and you probably only truly get an idea of 
it when you see a map of the area, which 
is split between two sides - Bury Side and 
Racecourse Side - and headed by a gallop 
manager and an assistant. 

"It's like a big department store as you have 
different areas and different sections to it. I 
try to get around as much as I can so I'm very 
reliant on the heath staff, who do a brilliant 
job," said Patton. 

"Every day is like a race meeting, with seven 
racecourses going at the same time." 

Patton started in the role five years ago, 
taking over from John Taylor, who had served 
in the position for 42 years. 



Originally from Ireland, he came across 
to the UK 14 years ago and was clerk of the 
course for Nottingham and Market Rasen 
before arriving in Newmarket. 

"Sir Mark Prescott (chairman of 
the Heath Committee), when he 
interviewed me, said it's the most 
important job in British racing," said 
Patton. 

"I wondered what he meant but 
you can see what he means, it's 
because of the training grounds. 

"He said there were three 
golden rules: treat every trainer 
the same, treat every horse 
the same and the horse is 
number one, and that's the 
way we want to keep it." 

If the training grounds 
manager is the most 
important job in British 
racing, then Patton has his 
own candidate for the role 
of the most difficult job - and 
it is held by Chris Cressfield, 
the tractor driver on the all- 
weather surface on Warren Hill. 

"The tractor driver is the toughest 
job in British racing, bar none," he 
said. "He has to get on while he can as 
they are so well-used. 

"He has to keep it fresh (the synthetic 
surface) as if he doesn't keep the 
trainers happy, they come to me." 

It is the synthetic gallops that 
helped change the dynamics of 
Newmarket's training facilities, 
according to Patton, and looking after the 
all-weather surface - which is a combination 
of sand, fibre, rubber and wax - is the largest 
line of expenditure. 

"That really has allowed the expansion 
of Newmarket, the synthetics," he said. 

"Before they came, horses were just on 
the grass and, like a football pitch, the grass 
can only take so many matches before it's 
knackered. 

"The synthetics enabled the extension of 
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Hand Tools and Consumables available for

horse numbers." 

As the synthetic gallops helped extend what 
Newmarket can offer, part of Patton's role is 
to look at what they can do next. 

He is keen to visit other countries to see 
how the Jockey Club Estates compare to the 
rest. 

"The more horses, the more income, 
the more investment," he said. "The 
more horses means more employment 
- farriers, transporters, tack shops 
and so much more - you think how 
much one horse needs to get on the 
racecourse. 

"To me, it's all about the more 
horse trainers can get, the better 
their horses are doing, the more 
employment they are bringing. 

"We try to be intuitive and 
think outside the box and not 
just about two years' time 
but 10 years' time. We are 
trying to think up new ideas, 
like improved equipment 
on tractors, making it more 
efficient. 

"We do a lot of work in-house, 
we build our own walkways and 
horsewalks. 

"I keep trying to look at new 
technologies in general - GPS 
Hv systems, tracking systems. It's trying 
to look at a recording system if trainers 
are abroad, say in Dubai, to see how 
their horses work. 

"We have to keep thinking up 
better ways of doing things." 

When talking of the demands on 
Warren Hill, Patton did quip that "if 
we won the lottery, it would be great to build 
a hill," and he later expanded on that. 

"This hill concept is something we're 
seriously looking at," he said, 

"I want Newmarket to be here for the next 
200 years and if something like that is feasible 
it might bring more horses into Newmarket." 

He added: "There are so many businesses 
linked to Newmarket, the horses being 
trained in Newmarket, and my job is so 
important so that the horses remain being 
trained here."

S TARTING work at 6am and not 
finishing until 15 hours later is 
arguably not what many people would 
have in mind for their dream job. 

Yet it is exactly the lifestyle the 
young hopefuls aiming to forge a 
career in the racing industry have to adapt to 
when they attend the British Racing School 


(BRS). 

Situated on the outskirts of Newmarket, the 
facility is where those youngsters looking to 
make their start in the sport come to from all 
over the UK and Ireland. 

Some will go on to become the top jockeys 
of the future, while others will make their 
careers off the track looking after the sport's 
equine stars. 

But all of them will have found out exactly 
what the demands of the industry are, starting 
with when they first come for an interview. 

"It is hard work and you can't get away from 
that," explains the BRS operations manager, 
Clare Higgins. 

"It's long hours, you live racing and that's it, 
but it is rewarding. 

"The selection process and bringing them up 
here for the day isn't just to check they're right 
for the course, it's giving them a chance to see 
that the course is right for them. 

"There's no point in them embarking on this 
career in their minds and then, two months 
down the line, it's not for them. 

"We want it to work both ways and we've got 
the kids' best interests at heart as well." 

Opened in 1983, the BRS initially provided 
training primarily for jockeys, but since the 
1990s has concentrated mainly on training

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stable staff. The school runs four nine-week 
and four 14-week pre-apprenticeship courses 
throughout the year, with every student 
guaranteed a job with a trainer at the end of it. 

The residential courses are fully government- 
funded, allowing students to study there for free, 
and the bulk of the course is taken up learning 
about racehorse care. 

But as well as gaining the knowledge of 
how to properly care for the horses, being a 
competent exercise rider, going racing and what 
happens on racedays, allied with the daily task 
of mucking out the stables, the students have a 
substantial evening programme dedicated to 
life skills. 

That includes learning how to 
cook, drugs education, financial 
planning, and diet and nutrition. 

It is all part of ensuring these 
youngsters can look after 
themselves when they head 
out into the big wide world, 
and they are what the trainers 
are looking for. 

"We'll always listen to what 
they (trainers) want," said 
Higgins. 

"What's important is we've got the 
students here for nine weeks and we're 
not producing the finished article. 

"When they take someone on, the trainers 
know they have to keep helping that person to 
be the best they can be. 

"We do have a close relationship with the 
trainers because ultimately our job is producing 
a product for them and that product is what 
they want." 

Some of those on the pre-apprentice course 
may well return if their employer decides 
they are good enough to go on and do the 
course to obtain a conditional or apprentice 


jockey license, depending on whether they will 
specialise in Flat or National Hunt racing. 

Oisin Murphy, James Doyle, Paul Hanagan, 
Cameron Hardie, Royston Ffrench, Richie 
Mullen, William Buick and Sam Thomas are just 
some of those who have come through the BRS 
in recent years. 

And now jockeys from as far afield as China, 
South Korea, Sweden, Norway, Poland, Oman 
and Bahrain are coming to train at the school, 
taking advantage of the facilities there. 

As well as that, the BRS offers short courses in 
the administrative side of the sport and for those 
who wish to obtain a trainer's license. 

Another recent development has 
I seen the school start a pony racing 
academy, which runs for 12 
weeks on Saturdays and is 
aimed at 13 to 15-year-olds 
who would not normally 
have the opportunity to 
be involved in the racing 
industry. 

And with all of the 
i n stru cto rs a n d staff at th e 
BRS having experience in a 
diverse array of roles in racing, 
the students are in safe hands. 

'It's a really rewarding career," 
said Higgins, pictured left, who previously 
worked as Peter Chapple-Hyam's racing 
secretary. 

"Apart from riding a winner, taking a horse 
you look after and ride every day, and having 
it win a race - even if it's not a big race - is an 
amazing feeling. 

"Even though you're not riding it and don't 
own it, that's what is so unique about this sport. 

"You've got this living creature that you've 
nurtured and trained, and it has come home 
and won."

Birkett goes in at 
the deep end to 
fulfil her dream

F OR someone who initially 

never showed any interesting in 
actively racing, Shelley Birkett 
is making big strides as an 
apprentice jockey. 

Growing up as daughter to 
Exning trainer Julia Feilden, Birkett was 
quite happy simply riding ponies and 
helping out around the yard. 

Indeed, she always envisaged a life 
outside the racing industry, planning to 
go to university after completing school. 

"I didn't want to fall into racing and 
have my dreams broken, working in it 
and not enjoying life," said Birkett. 

"I thought I'd go to university and 
find something there that I liked, but 
I never found anything that I enjoyed 
more than horses, looking after them 
and being around them. 

"To now be making a career out of it, 
it really is a dream come true." 

The inspiration to pursue a career as 
a jockey came from being introduced 
to pony racing at the age of 13, where 
the buzz from riding in a competitive 
environment and winning proved too 
much of a lure to resist. 

Three years later, she found herself 
lining up for her first race at Salisbury, 
on board one of her mother's horses, 
King Columbo, coming fourth in a field 
of 13 over seven furlongs. 

Of course, the jump from pony racing 
to saddling a thoroughbred racehorse in 
the heat of battle is a big one, although 
Birkett was able to quickly adapt. 

"I remember my first ride on a 
racehorse - they're twice the size, and 
twice as strong," said Birkett. 

"We don't have stalls in pony racing 
either, so it was all different. We race a 
lot tighter on the thoroughbreds, so it 
was a complete culture shock. 

"You think you're prepared doing the 
pony racing and then get chucked in at 
the deep end, but you soon get used 
to it. 

"A lot of the horses I ride, I ride them 
at home so you soon get used to it, 
and that was a big help when I first got 
going. 

"A lot of the ponies are quite mad 
though, so you get on the racehorses 
and they're a bit nicer, so that was a 
nice change." Birkett admitted that she 
was daunted by being a 16-year-old 
girl in the weighing room alongside the

country's - and, indeed, some 
of the world's - top jockeys. 

Racing is a ruthless business 
where respect is earned, not 
given, and Birkett quickly 
adopted the old adage of 
keeping her mouth shut and 
ears open while learning 
her trade. 

But the 20-year-old 
thrives on being up 
against such strong 
competition and 
has even found them 
more than willing to 
dispense advice. 

Being female is no 
longer the barrier to 
being a jockey it once 
may have been either, and Birkett is 
one of a number of women making 
their way in the sport. 

"I can't imagine what it was like 10 
or 20 years ago when it wasn't heard 
of for girls to be riding," said Birkett. 

"I'm very lucky to have the likes 
of Hayley Turner and Cathy Gannon 
to look up to and ask for advice. 

People are a lot more accepting of 
you wanting to be a girl and make a 
career of it. 

"I'm sure before it was thought of 
a bit of a joke for a girl to be doing it, 
but if you ride well it doesn't matter 
what you are." 

Since picking up her 50th winner 
in January on board Sabre Rock at 
Lingfield, Birkett is now down to just 
3lb on her claim before becoming a 
fully-fledged jockey. 

Her aim for the season is to saddle a 
winner in one of the bigger handicap 
races, having picked up a Listed victory 
in a televised Channel 4 race last year. 

But while Birkett may not have to 
battle to keep her weight down as 
much as some jockeys, she knows she 
must keep striving to ensure her fitness 
levels and work ethic do not lapse. 

"You've got to work so hard at it 
every day," said Birkett. "Your fitness, 
your attitude, your lifestyle - everything 
has got to revolve around being a 
jockey. It's not a part-time thing, you 
really have to make a go of it and really 
want it. It's all about hard work in 
this game because you have to start 
right from the bottom."

W HEN Paul Hanagan 
became first rider to 
Sheikh Hamdan 
al-Maktoum's Shadwell 
Racing, he was told to 
give it time and that the 
return of the good days would be just around 
the corner. 

Patience seems to have been a virtue with 
which the likeable 34-year-old 
Warrington-born jockey was blessed, so the 
words of racing manager Angus Gold in 2012 
were taken on board as Hanagan settled in to 
his new role. 

"The first couple of seasons when I got the 
job for Sheikh Hamdan, it was a bit quiet," 
said Hanagan. 

"When I got the job Angus Gold, the racing 
manager, said it's probably not going to 
happen straight away, but give it time and the 
good years that they'd previously had were 
due to come around again soon. 

"And he was absolutely spot on, really." 

The take-off time came last year when 
maiden rides in the Investec Oaks and King 
George VI & Queen Elizabeth Stakes brought 


victories, both on 
board the fantastic 
filly Taghrooda. 

And Hanagan 
also sealed 
success aboard 
Muhkadram in the 
Coral Eclipse 
to boot. 

"It was super, I 
didn't want it to end, \ 
really," said Hanagan. \ 

"It was just one of those 
seasons where it all clicked 
together. 

"I was just delighted with the 
way it went, there were many, many 
highlights." 

The triumphs not only fulfilled the pledge 
of Gold, they marked the return of Classic and 
Group One glory to Shadwell Racing. 

And for the down-to-earth Hanagan, it was 
another accolade on a growing CV, adding to 
the champion apprentice crown (2002) and 
two champion jockey titles (2010 and 2011). 

It also justified his return to Newmarket, 



having initially 
been there as 
a teenager at 
the British 
Racing School 
and struggling 
being away 
from home. 

/ "I went 
down there for 
the nine-week 
/ course and it was 
. y quite strange that I 
Jr actually ended up in 
Newmarket (again)," he 
said. 

"I was born in the north, in 
Warrington, and then went to work in Malton, 
North Yorkshire, so it was quite funny how it 
worked out and I end up being down the road 
from the Racing School. 

"It was a strange feeling because I will 
never forget when I went to the British Racing 
School, I got very homesick. I was very spoilt at 
home, got everything my own way and I got a 
shock when I had to leave home to go to the 


Racing School. When I had to move from the 
north to the south, for me it was like Racing 
School all over again. 

"But once I was there for a while it got a lot 
easier." 

There was also the wrench of leaving his 
mentor, trainer Richard Fahey, for whom he 
had ridden many of his winners on the way 
to the champion jockey crowns and secured 
his only Group One triumph to that point, on 
Wootton Bassett in the Prix Jean-Luc Lagardere 
in 2010. 

"I know for sure I wouldn't be in this 
position if it wasn't for Richard Fahey, I owe 
him a lot," he said. 

"He gave me a great grounding, looked after 
me when I was only young and it was just nice 
to do so well. 

"It was probably one of the hardest decisions 
of my life having to leave him, but I think it just 
sums up the guy when he says I've got to take 
it, it's a great opportunity in life." 

And the successes of last season perhaps 
helped to vindicate the move, with Hanagan 
delighted to repay the team at Shadwell for 
all their support in helping him and his family 
settle in the south. 

"They were all great days, but when I won 
the Oaks on Taghrooda, that was my first 
Classic winner and for Sheikh Hamdan, and it 
was just great to get that big one under the belt 
with such a big job," he said. "I was delighted 
for the whole team, really. It was just a special 
day that I will never forget. 

"To ride your first Classic winner, you cannot 
really beat many moments than that. It was just 
fantastic that we were able to do it with such a 
good filly. 

"She went on to win the King George, and 
I think that was one of the key moments of 
my career, being associated with a filly like 
Taghrooda. 

"The King George was a very special day, 
one of the main reasons contributing to it 
being so special is because she nearly went to 
the Irish Oaks." 

And Hanagan was equally delighted to help 
Mukhadram win a big Group One. 

"Mukhadram was really special because he 
was a horse that deserved a race like that," he 
said. "I finished second in the Dubai World 
Cup on him, second in the Eclipse the year 
before, second in the Prince of Wales, he was 
just one of those horses where I thought, 'is he 
ever going to get his head in front?'. 

"So when it happened in the Eclipse, I 
was just so chuffed for the horse and the 
connections, William Haggas and all the staff." 

Hanagan is relishing the new Flat season, 
with Shadwell having around 250 horses in 
their string, including Estidhkaar, who won the 
Group Two Superlative Stakes and Champagne 
Stakes last season, and Faydhan, who showed 
plenty of promise in winning his maiden at 
Haydock before being ruled out by injury for 
the season. 

"I'm very excited again about this season," 
said Hanagan. 

"Hopefully when I get back into it, I'll have 
the same feel as we had last season. 

"I think this year, it's mostly the younger 
horses that are coming through that I'm most 
excited about. Obviously, we've got a few 
older horses there that are very good horses, 
but I think it will be more younger horses to 
look forward to this year. 

"I think it's impossible not to look forward 
because I'm there riding for all the Newmarket 
trainers. I have a good rapport with Sheikh 
Hamdan so I like to get stuck in and tell them 
what I think, how the horses are going, how 
they will run and, going back to Richard Fahey, 
that was the upbringing he gave me when I 
started with him - work hard."

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State of the art! Work on new 
museum is progressing well

B OXES are being packed, stables are being 
prepared and building work is continuing 
ready for the opening of the new Home 
of Horseracing Museum in Newmarket. 

The new National Heritage Centre for 
Horseracing and Sporting Art is set to open on a 
five-acre site at Grade ll-listed Palace House in the 
early part of next year, encompassing the royal 
roots of Charles M's racing palace in the 1600s. 

In the £15m project, the new museum in 
racing's HQ will include a national gallery of 
British sporting art, extensive exhibitions, and 
even live horses - giving visitors a taste of a 
real working yard. 

Roz Howling, marketing and audience 
development officer at the museum, said: "We 
are the only racing museum in the country 
and we tell the story of the people and horses 
in the sport from its royal significance to its 
modern day. 

"We opened in 1983 and our collection has 
grown to include 8,000 objects so we are in 
definite need of more space. 

"The new museum really will be something 
for everyone. 

"It's not even just about horseracing or 
horses. It's about the history of Newmarket 
and the context in British sport." 

Excitingly, the new venue will be the first 
time the museum has had live animals on site. 

Six to eight horses, some thoroughbred and 
some retrained, will take up residency at what 
will become a flagship home for the Retraining 
of Racehorses charity, complete with a gallery 
showcasing the work they do on the top floor 
of the stables. 

A new scientific element will also be 
included on a larger scale than the museum 
has been able to do before, and will mean 
a broader selection of the collection can be 
exhibited - currently only 30 per cent of the 
collection can be shown. 

Work has been continuing at the new site 
for more than a year and has not been without 
its interesting discoveries.

Doctor Syntax was found during an excavation 
at the Palace House stables. 

The stables were also featured by Channel 
4's Time Team in 2011 when the remains 
of King Charles M's original stables were 
discovered, and since then, builders also found 
an opal brooch which will be displayed in the 
museum in the future. 

Volunteers are also helping with the lengthy 
move from site to site, helping with everything 
from archiving to conservation reports of 
objects owned by the museum. 

Howling added: "We have had very positive 
feedback and we are holding a number of 
different workshops with community groups to 
give people a chance to be involved." 

A total of 35 people are involved but more 
are always welcome. For more information, go 
to nhrm.co.uk or call 01638 667333.

T HERE was little chance Henry Spiller 
was going to end up doing anything 
with his life other than training 
racehorses. 

Aged just 29, Spiller might seem 
relatively young to be embarking 
on a career as trainer, having gained his license 
in October last year and set up a base at 
Newmarket's Saffron House stables. 

But do not let that fool you, because he has 
garnered plenty of experience working with some 
of the world's finest thoroughbreds around the 
world. 

From growing up as part of a training family in 
Ireland to working for Godolphin in the USA and 
now branching out on his own, Spiller has almost 
been ordained since birth to dedicate himself to 
the Sport of Kings. 

"I've been in every stable, bar Bethlehem, I 
think," quipped Spiller. 

"It was great growing up around it. It's all I've 
ever known and to have the opportunities as a 
child to go racing and see these horses, and be 
involved with the top names was very exciting. 

"It's a dream come true to be able to do this, 
and I'm very lucky people have supported me and 
given me the chance to do this. 

"It's no easy task, setting up a new stable in 
Newmarket, because it's very competitive out 
there." 

Spiller has come a long way from the racing- 
obsessed youngster who viewed school as a 


distraction and instead tried to sneak off to the 
bookies or obtain a copy of the Racing Post. 

Born in Newmarket, his parents moved to 
Co Kildare where they lived on a stud, and the 
family connections in racing stretch back to his 
grandparents being responsible for 1949 Welsh 
Grand National winner Fighting Line. 

As well as that, his father was Darley's pedigree 
expert for 29 years and his mother served as 
racing secretary to Newmarket-based Clive 
Brittain. 

Spiller himself worked for Jeremy Harley at the 
Curragh during school holidays and then took 
a full-time position with John Oxx on leaving 
school. 

From there, he had spells as far afield as Dubai 
and Australia, but perhaps the biggest opening 
was being offered the chance to assist Saeed bin 
Suroor in Godolphin's American operation. 

"It was a huge compliment when they asked me 
to go - we had a lot of success out there as well," 
recalled Spiller. 

"I think we had something like 20 Group One 
winners in the seven years I was there and we 
won an Eclipse award as well. It was the first time 
Godolphin had ever won one of those and it was 
a massive deal for us. 

"We only had a stable of 15 or 20 horses and 
Sheikh Mohammed (Godolphin's founder) was 
very pleased with it." 

After Godolphin closed their American arm 
in 2012, Spiller took the position of head lad in

their two-year-olds barn at Moulton Paddocks, 
while working towards obtaining his own training 
license. 

Three years of hard work paid off, and after 
beginning on October 1 last year, Spiller had his 
first runner as a trainer at 2.35pm on January 
24, with best friend Ted Durcan riding The Third 
Man to sixth place in the Ladbrokes Handicap at 
Lingfield Park. 

"It was a massive occasion for me and 
it's a lifetime's work gone into that," 
said Spiller. 

"The horse didn't have much 
luck on the day because it 
was a bad draw and whatever 
else, and it was a slightly 
better race than I wanted to 
run in first, but that was the 
way the chips fell. 

"But it was a great 
experience; the horse won best 
turned out, which might not 
mean a lot to some people, but 
it's nice to hear that. 

"It's nice for the staff to see 
their work recognised and 
we've had a lot of positive 
feedback from industry 
professionals, which 
is nice to hear. They 
don't need to say 
that, but it was very 
pleasing." 

Spiller currently 
has 15 horses in 


training, with more expected soon, including two 
which are rated in the 90s and expected to enter 
the higher handicap races this year. 

And with the grandstand of the Rowley Mile 
visible from the back of his yard, Spiller has all the 
inspiration he needs to keep striving to reach the 
top. 

"It's a pretty nice office to have, really," said 
Spiller. 

"If you haven't had a great day, sometimes you 
walk out there and look at the grandstand, and 
think that's why you're doing this. 

"There are hundreds of great horses that have

"If she goes and improves 20lb, even 
10lb, she is at least Listed company, 
hopefully Group company. From the 
way that I think she looks, physically she 
has strengthened up a huge amount. 

She looks like a completely different filly 
to the one that came to me last year." 

He also has high hopes for Classical 
Rose, but it is a member of the old 
guard that could be one of Fellowes' 
stars this campaign. 

Accession won three times for the 
stable last year over seven furlongs, 
having re-discovered a new lease of life 
after moving from Clive Cox. 

"I've got half an inkling that now he 
is this much happier, he might just be 
quick enough for six furlongs," said 
Fellowes. 

"Clive clearly thought he was as he 
ran the majority of his races for him 
over six. 

"I would love to run him in the 
Wokingham (at Royal Ascot), but he 
needs to win at least one race. He is 
rated 91 and he is not going to get into 
the Wokingham unless he is rated 98."

J UST as hope springs eternal, the start 
of the new Flat season brings so much 
anticipation. Five months of hibernation 
means that everything hinges on the last 
track performance and questions of what 
will come next. Few sports have such a 
long 'down time', but that only heightens 
the eagerness of the return. 

That is particularly so with regards to the 
Classic generation, and the long-term target of 
what seems like a rite of passage for new trainers 
after they have achieved growing prize money, 
winners and their string. 

Hugo Palmer's reputation has been growing 
since he took out his trainer's licence in 
2010, and he is now in the position where he 
has Aktabantay, Home Of The Brave, New 
Providence and Spanish Squeeze bidding to 
contend for the biggest three-year-old races. 

"It's very exciting," said Palmer. "I don't think it 
changes anything about the yard because we're 
all still pulling in the same direction. 

"But it means that come nearer the time I'll 
be more irritable and more nervous about things 
and little problems will seem like enormous 
problems, because training horses is so much 
about attention to detail. 

"I'm happy that we've got a really good team 


of people here, the horses can't be anything 
without the people that look after them and ride 
them. 

"At this stage of the year, we have a colt in the 
Derby, two colts in the Guineas and a filly in the 
French Guineas. 

"(Within weeks) we might have none in any 
of them, you just don't know. That's what's so 
wonderful about racing, it's about the dreams." 

The Kremlin Cottage Stables handler had his 
first taste of Group success when Aktabantay won 
the Group Three Solario Stakes last season. 

But the Oasis Dream colt's season ended in 
disappointment when he suffered a sore foot 
while preparing for the Breeders' Cup Juvenille 
Turf. 

He is now fully recovered, but Palmer said: 
"We didn't put him in the 2000 Guineas as it's 
too early and we will see how he is training. 

"Seven furlongs will be his absolute minimum. 
The starting point could be the Jersey Stakes at 
Royal Ascot. 

"The Jersey is seven (furlongs) but a very stiff 
seven at Ascot. I'm sure he will get a mile - the 
first time out over seven might be the time to run 
him before stepping up to a mile." 

Palmer's second Group success came in the 
Group Three Dick Poole Fillies' Stakes with New 
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Hugo’s there

Providence, who was then third to Lucida in 
the Rockfel Stakes. 

The Bahamian Bounty filly will start her 
campaign in the Fred Darling at Newbury, but 
with jockey Jim Crowley doubting she will get 
the mile, she could head to Longchamp to 
a track her trainer believes may prove more 
favourable. 

"I didn't put her in the Newmarket 1000 
Guineas, but the week before I did put her in 
the French 1000 Guineas," he said. 

"I remember one thing Sir Mark Prescott said 
to me when I started training was every time you 
go to a new track, make sure you walk the track 
as you will learn things you never knew. 

"It's a very long hill they come down there. 

"She's a filly we don't think will get the mile 
and especially the mile at Newmarket, a big 
galloping track. She might have a chance to 
sprint home, though." 

Home Of The Brave could be heading for 
the Rowley Mile as the Starspangledbanner colt 
holds an entry in the QIPCO 2000 Guineas, and 
will open his campaign at HQ in the European 
Free Handicap.

"He has done extremely well physically," said 
Palmer. "He was a very light-framed colt last year, 
almost feminine to look at, but became a real 
man over the winter. 

"He would need to win the European Free 
Handicap in some style (to go to the Guineas) 
but having said that, if he won by a neck the 
temptation would be there. 

"He has shown lots of speed and if he stands a 


chance of showing that over a mile, he would be 
a good horse." 

Spanish Squeeze may also be going to the 
QIPCO 2000 Guineas, although that could be en 
route to Epsom - the Lope De Vega colt holding 
a Derby entry. 

"Spanish Squeeze is still in that realm that he 
could be anything," said Palmer. "He's impressed 
me and everyone that has ridden him in 
everything he has done." 

As well as the Classic generation, Palmer has 
43 two-year-olds - "it's just one of the most 
exciting things when you suddenly unearth new 
talent" - and there are high hopes for some of 
the older horses as well, with the likes of Short 
Squeeze, Royal Memory and Extremity, who has 
been gelded over the winter. 

And there could be a return after a year out for 
Ascription, who fell ill last winter. 

"He did a wonderful job for us two years ago," 
said Palmer. "We will hopefully get him back to 
his peak. If we had him right, off his mark of 109 
I think he would have taken a power of beating, 
even off that mark. We will just take him very 
slowly." 
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A S GLOBAL racing empires have 
continued to grow, it is the 
silks of such operations that 
are instantly recognisable. The 
royal navy blue of Godolphin, 
the blue and white of Shadwell 
Racing, the navy of Coolmore and the green, 
pink sash and cap and white sleeves of Prince 
Khalid Abdullah's Juddmonte Farms leave 
racegoers in no doubt whose horses they are 
watching. 

And almost as familiar as the silks have 
become the racing managers of the famous 
brands. To the general public, they are the 
representatives of the multi-millionaire and 
billionaire owners, answering the endless 
questions of the written and broadcast media. 

But away from the spotlight, it is an all 
encompassing role that brings together many 
different elements of the industry to plot 
the futures of the thoroughbred and their 
families. 

Lord Teddy Grimthorpe is one of the most 
identifiable racing managers, with his calm, 
reassuring tone unmistakable after some of 
the world's biggest races. 

And he helps to run one of the most 
successful global racing empires at present, 
Prince Khalid Abdullah's Juddmonte Farms - 
the birthplace and home of superstar Frankel. 
From stud farm to racetrack and possibly 
back, the racing manager's role is like that of 
a doting parent, carefully planning the careers 
of the treasured assets of their owner. 

Grimthorpe is now in his 17th season with 
Juddmonte, having spent more than 20 years 
working for the British Bloodstock Agency, 
although his initial ambitions for a career in 
the industry were very different. 

"Initially, I thought I wanted to be a stud 
manager before I got into the bloodstock 
agency business," he said. 

"But at that time in the early 70s, there 
didn't seem like there was going to be a great 
demand for stud managers. 

"I couldn't have been more wrong! It was 
just before the advent and explosion of the 
bloodstock industry really." 

In an almost full circle, Grimthorpe's role 
at Juddmonte sees him working closely with 
the stud manager to plan the career paths of 
yearlings, who are broken in and pre-trained 
at the Juddmonte stud in Co Meath, Ireland, 
to possibly become stallions and broodmares. 

"Philip Mitchell runs the European studs 
and when the yearlings become of age 
and they start being broken in, they come 
over to my management, as it were," said 
Grimthorpe. "So we have quite clear lines of 
demarcation but obviously with both our jobs 
it's very important to have a very good liaison 
between us. 

"The information that I get from the stud 
is vital to the horse's future, and equally so, 
the information I then give back to the stud, 
during or at the end of their racing days, is 
also very important. 

"We most likely will have either the fathers 
or mothers at either stud, so how we manage 
them and their futures depends quite a lot 
on the feedback that comes from their racing 
careers. 

"Certain traits, characteristics, soundness, 
ability -1 say the feedback but it's the 
continual flow between the two departments 
at Juddmonte that is pretty vital." 


Grimthorpe will travel to Ireland to discuss 
how the horses are developing and which 
are ready to go into training, before then 
putting the suggestion to Prince Khalid for his 
approval. 

It is then a case of deciding where to place 
the horse, with Juddmonte having seven 
trainers in England - their Newmarket-based 
trainers are Sir Michael Stoute, John Gosden 
and Lady Jane Cecil - four in France, one in 
Ireland and two in America. 

Several factors are taken into account, 
including whether the trainer has previously 
worked with the families, either the sire or 
dam. Grimthorpe, however, points out that 
you do not know how successful any given 
horse may be, and said: "It's like choosing 
Linford Christie in the kindergarten really. 

It's an inexact science, the choosing of 
racehorses, thoroughbreds. 

"But the important thing, Prince Khalid is 
confident in all his trainers, so it's difficult 
because he wants to be fair. And also some 
trainers will suit certain types of horses, and 
it's trying to match them up. 

"This sort of process is ongoing because we 
would be sending horses in up until probably 
June in any particular year." 

It is that knowledge of the family that is 
crucial to the Juddmonte operation. 

"Where we are lucky is that about 99 per 
cent of the horses that Prince Khalid races are 
homebreds and therefore not only do we have 
an intrinsic interest in their overall well-being 
and future, the main reason for this particular 
interest is we have their mothers and fathers 
back here," said Grimthorpe. 

"And so therefore, the success that you 
have is multiplied many times over for us as 
we have the sire and dam at the stud. 

"If the racehorse does well, then his 
relations are more in demand and his father 
is more popular at stud and is more attractive 
to other breeders. 

"The female families are the really crucial 
and vital ingredient of the whole Juddmonte 
operation." 

The overall assessment of the horse 
is important, a reason why the flow of 
information is crucial and the role of a racing 
manager pivotal. 

Grimthorpe compares the breeding 
industry to the markets. "The racing business, 
the bloodstock business is the greatest futures 
market on Earth really because we're buying 
into what might be. We're buying into and 
we're selling the future," he said. 

"We're not selling the past, we're selling 
the future, that's the interesting thing and 
that's what keeps us all incredibly 
optimistic." 

With any recommendations though, the 
final say comes down to Prince Khalid. 

And Grimthorpe believes one of the secrets 
of the Saudi Prince's success is his nurturing 
and husbandry of bloodstock families, 
particularly the female families. 

"The most important thing is that he has 
a great in-depth knowledge of this entire 
bloodstock operation because he has built it 
from the word go," said Grimthorpe. "From 
that point of view, I'm not telling him things 
he doesn't know about. 

"I'm advising as best I can under the 
current situation. The beauty and the fun of it 
is to have an owner who is so involved." 
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Frankel and the 
stuff of dreams ... 
and the ‘gentleman’ 
that is Twice Over 

WHEN you think of the famous horses that have 
won for Juddmonte Farms in the last 35 years, one 
name leaps out. 

Not mentioning the F word at Banstead Manor 
Farm is almost impossible, as the signs of his 
remarkable success are all around you. 

"Frankel is the elephant in the room," said Lord 
Teddy Grimthorpe, on the star who won 14 races 
out of 14, with 12 at Group One level. "I think 
anyone who comes in to any kind of business, you 
dream. If you go into mining, you dream of that 
gold seam or that gusher. 

"If you go into art, it's discovering the 
undiscovered Picasso. If you go into property, 
it's finding that 10 acres of land that was worth 
absolutely nothing and suddenly they want to 
build the fourth runway over it. 

"In football, it's discovering Rooney or 
Messi. And in horse racing, it's discovering that 
unimaginable horse. 

"The most fantastic thing about Frankel, 
apart from all the very obvious things, is 
the tremendous interest it generated for the 
bloodstock business in terms of, here was 
something that all of racing could be proud of. 

"The thing I'm very boring on - but it's still 
so important - is he created a new fan base for 
racing. The amount of people that came up to me 
and said 'my children have seen Frankel', that is 
almost impossible to quantify in terms of pleasure 


and importance. And of course, in all sports you 
have to have the superheroes." 

But of course there are other stars, 
and among those who stand out during 
Grimthorpe's time with Juddmonte Farms are 
Banks Hill, who gave Prince Khalid Abdullah his 
first Breeders' Cup win by taking the Breeders' 
Cup Filly & Mare Turf in 2001, which he 

described as "tremendously significant". 

There was Famous Name, who was 
beaten by a nose in the French Derby 
from a bad draw which meant he was not 
retired to stud and was eligible for a lot 
of smaller races. 

At the end of his career, he had won 
21 races, 20 of which were Pattern races 
and 12 had been at Leopardstown, and 
Grimthorpe said: "Those funny incidents 
endear you to them." 

And then there was Sir Henry Cecil's 
Twice Over, who twice won the Champion 
Stakes and also the Coral Eclipse and the 
Juddmonte International. 

"Personally, I loved Twice Over," said 
Grimthorpe. "He was such a gentleman, he 
was honest. He would be the type of person 
that would open the door for you. He was the 
most charming horse to know, utterly genuine 
and absolutely top class."

OWNERS Qatar Racing may at last have on 
their hands a horse that can give them a win in 
an English Classic. 

With the manner of his victory in the Racing 
Post Trophy at Doncaster still firmly lodged 
in the mind, a step up in trip should pose no 
problems for a horse who has shown he is 
adaptable regarding ground. 

While horses under the Aidan O'Brien 
banner may dominate the Derby betting, this 
colt will be no pushover.
